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Mr. President and Comrades of Company A, 

In preparing this record of Company A， of the Young 
Republican Regiment of Providence, it has been necessary 
to enter into more of a history of the regiment itself than 
a separate company record, but as the company shared in 
whatever the regiment took part in, it would be difficult to 
write separately of either. I have taken for my starting 
point the formation of the Young Republican Regiment. 
During the campaign of 1876， when Hayes and Wheeler 
were the republican candidates for the presidency, the Union 
Hayes and Wheeler Club was formed, of which many of us 
were members, in fact that was the nucleus from which the 
Young Republican Eegiment was formed. Our interest being 
far greater in the last named organization, I have thought it 
unnecessary to go further back than the formation of the 
Young Republican Regiment. The facts with which to com- 
pile this record have been carefully selected from the Ptovr 
idence Journal and from personal observation of your own 
members. On the 10th of September, 1880， there appeared 
in the columns of the Providence Journal a notice which 
read as follows : 



THE YOUNG REPUBLICAN UEGIMENT. 



" The bank clerks of the City of Providence, with such others as 
united with them in the public demonstration in favor of the election of 
Hayes and Wheeler, desire to renew that organization for active work in 
the present campaign under the name of the Young Republican Battalion 
of Providence. There will be a meeting for organization and election of 
officers at the Armory of the United Train of Artillery, Canal street, on 
Friday evening, September 】o, 1880, at 8 o'clock. They also invite the 
presence and hearty cooperation of all young men of whatever trade or 
profession who may be iu sympathy with them, for the purpose of aiding 
in the election of Gurfleld aud Arthur." 

This notice was widely observed and a large number of 
young republicans met at the Armory on Friday evening for 
the purpose mentioned in the preceding notice. The meet- 
ing was called to order by Henry J. Hall, and Henry W. 
Wilkenson was elected chairman, and Daniel F. Hay den, 
secretary ； on motion of Mr. Hall, a committee consisting 
of Messrs. George C. Noyes, Henry M. Boss and Benjamin 
W. Gallup were appointed to recommend and report a plan 
of organization ； while this committee were absent attend- 
ing to that duty, Captain William B. W. Hallett made a 
brief speech in favor of the election of the Republican can- 
didates. The committee having returned, reported the fol- 
lowing plan of organization : 

*' That this meeting nominate three gentlemen, who shall constitute a 
recruiting committee." 

" That the comnjittee proceed to call meetings at their discretion of not 
to exceed fifty names, which meeting shall be authorized to elect a cap- 
tain and two lieutenants each, and when not less than five companies shall 
be so organized, a meeting of the company officers f*o elected, shall be 
called, which shall elect three battalion officers, thus completing the or- 
ganization ： the committee recommend as such committee, Messrs. Henry 
J. Hall, Philip S. Chase and Harry F. Lippitt." 

A committee on uniforms was also appointed, and a 
finance committee consisting of the followiu«: named ffen- 
tlcmen :

Benjamin W. Gallup was elected Treasurer. 

This plan of organization if designed for any body other 
than one where each individual member was interested by 
bis own political principles, and who avas determined to do 
his part, I doubt much whether there would ever have been 
anything more heard of it, however as the result showed, it 
was all that was necessary and it answered as well as though 
drawn up in a more complete form. Thirty papers bad been 
previously circulated to receive the signatures of those wish- 
ing to join the regiment ； these bad been signed in compa- 
nies and were now ready for organization. At another 
meeting held at the United Train of Artillery's Armory on 
a stormy night following the one previously mentioned, the 
different companies thus formed were ordered to assemble 
in different parts of the Armory and elect their officers. This 
was done, and Walter L. Tourtellot was elected Captain, 
John O. Brigham 1st Lieutenant, and Robert B. Trafford 
2d Lieutenant of Company A. 

The first company notice was issued September 21， 1880, 
and was as follows : 

" Attention Company A, Toang Republican Rejriment. 
The members of the above company will assemble in the fifth ward 
room at 8 o'clock, sharp, Tuesday eveuin^, September 21, 1880, for drill 
and to perfect organization.

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On September 22, 1880， the second company notice ap- 
peared as follows : 

" Attention Co. A., Young Republican Ke^iraent. 
The members of this Company can procure their uuiforois nt the Infan- 
try Armory, Wednesday evening, September 22. 

W. L. TouRTELLOT, Capt. Commanding." 

The uniform adopted by the committee, was similar to 
the one worn during the* Hayes and Wheeler campaign ； it 
consisted of a white enamel cloth cape with red collar of the 
same material, and a white cap with a red band and a strap 
of blue, making a neat and striking uniform ； these with a 
torch and tin cup completed the accoutrements. 

The first General Orders from Headquarters, September 
21, 1880, were as follows : 

" Captains of Companies will report their commands at headquarters. 
Infantry Building, in uniform of caps and capes, on Thursday, September 
28, at 7 o'clock i'. m., sharp. The Regiment will leave headquarter 霧 
promptly at 7.30; torches will be famished at that time.*' 

Thus read the announcement which was to call us to our 
first out-of-door parade. No doubt the wording of the 
aforementioned notices have appeared to many of you ae 
they have to me, as decidedly warlike, and that instead of 
going to a torchlight procQssion for a grand old time, we were 
to go out and offer our lives in defence of our country ； but 
no, even the worst was a thump from a turnip taken from 
some poor farmer's .field, or perhaps a stray rock or two 
from the hands of some gamin with democratic proclivities. 
In answer to the orders from headquarters, Company A， with 
the other companies of the regiment, assembled at the First 
Light Infantry Armory, and formed on the Crawford street 
bridge for the first torchlight procession of the campaign. 
Under the auspices of the 8th ward club, arrangements had 
been made for a grand illumination of the 8th ward, together 
with speeches upon the Dexter Training Ground. Company 
A headed the regiment, commanded by Captain Tourtellot^ 



1st Lieutenant J. A. Brigham and 2d Lieutenant R. F. Traf- 
ford and forty men in line. The route of march was 
through Westminster to Exchange street, through Exchange 
Place, up Washington to Jackson, through Jackson to High 
and up High to the Dexter Training Ground. Each man 
was supplied before starting with two five-ball roman can- 
dles, one of which was to be fired at the corner of High and 
Jackson streets, and the other as we reached the Training 
Ground, but from nervousness or from a greater desire to have 
a big show at the first named place, the majority of the 
members of the entire regiment let them off there. The dis- 
play was grand but the confusion was terrible ； horses scared, 
reared and plunged despite the efforts of their drivers, and 
a woman in front of the Cathedral added her part to the per- 
formance by fainting. It mattered little to U8 whether the 
whole crowd fainted or not, so 】ong as we had our part of 
the programme carried out. In consequence of this glorious 
display 9 the show at the Training Ground was rather a fail- 
ure, for out of a company there were hardly two candles left. 
The crowd was noticeable for the absence of any disorderly 
element. It is estimated that there were nine hundred men 
in line on this parade. 

The third notice for the company appeared in the Provi- 
dence Journal, September 28, 1880. 

" Company A, Yoong Republican Res i in en t. 
Every member of the above is requested to report for drill at Conser- 
vatory Hall, No. 217 Westminster street, Tuesday evening, September 
28, at 7.45 sharp. 

W. L. TOURTKLLOT." 

This announcement together with the following one, which 
appeared October 4, 1880， showed plainly that steps were 
being taken to insure the company's success. , 

" Company A, Young Republican Regiment. 
Every member of the above is earnestly requested to report for drill at 
Conservatory Hall, No. 217 Westminster street, Tuesday evening Octo- 
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ber &, 1880, at 7.46, sharp. Each member is also expected to bring his cap 
to receive the compauy iuitial. 

W. L. TouKTELLOT, Captain Comraanding." 

And the papers of the next day give an account of the 
meeting thus held. The caps of the members of the com- 
pany were accordingly stamped with a large "A" in the 
centre of the top with a stencil and brush. 

I find no company order ordering iis to report for the next 
parade, October 6， 1880， but I presume the General Orders 
No. 3， from headquarters October 5， li580, contained the 
necessary orders for the regiment. 

On the evening of October 6， 1880, Broadway and the 
neighboring streets were illuminated, and si grand and 
brilliant demonstnition took place. To enumerate the dif- 
ferent forms of illuminations would be a difficult matter, 
sufficient to say that the whole street was nlive with people 
and ablaze with Chinese lanterns, colored fires and glowing 
windows. The Young Republican Regiment was in the third 
division, and was headed by the American Band. Company 
A held their usual place at the right of the line, and was 
commanded by Captain Tourtellot, with fifty-two men. 
The regiment showed seven hundred and twenty-five men in 
line and the procession numbered twenty-eight hundred. 
Two members of the company, and perhaps more, were 
struck by stones while in the vicinity of Olncyville. 

The next call for our services in a demonstration was sig- 
nified by nn order from headquarters in General Orders No. 
4, which wds worded thus : 

" Captains of companies will report their commands at liearlquarters on 
Friday eveiiiii;;, October 8th, at 7 o'clock p. m., for the Georgia ville pa- 
rade. Tniin leaves depot at T.30." 

This parade will ever remain fresh in the minds of all who 
participated in it. There was only one draw-back to this 
grand demonst ration at GeorgiaviUe,、 Allendale, Gray stone, 
Granitcville, Allenville and Ccntredale, under the auspices 
2 
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of the North Providence Garfield and Arthur Club, and that 
was the extent of territory confined within the above men- 
tioned villages. Owing to various obstacles the regiment 
did not get started until 8 o'clock. The regiment was re- 
ceived by the Goorgitiville Boys in Blue. The route of 
march was a long one, and had it not been enlivened by nu- 
merous pleasant incidents, the time occupied by the march 
would have been tedious in the extreme. The houses in 
and about the villnges through which the columns passed, 
were so widely apart that any attempt at a grand illumina- 
tion was a failure, however, the solitary candle burning in 
the window of one house, together with a Chinese lantern 
hanging from a tree in front of another, plainly showed the 
good feeling that existed in the locality traversed by the 
commands for the success of the republican party. A spec- 
ial train left Georgiaville at 1 o'clock a. m., the next morn- 
ing and convoyed the companies to Providence, where they 
were dismissed. Though one of the first it was perhaps the 
most fatiguing [)arade of the campaign. 

The next official order for the company's attention ap- 
peared October 11， 1880. 

" Company A, Younjr Rppublicnn Kegiment. 
All members of the above desiring to participate in the Parade in New- 
port will report iini formed at the Continental Steamboat Co.\s wharf at 
6.15 p. M.. Fridny, October 12, 1880. Boat leaves at 6.80. Tickets to 
uniformed meD, 25 cents, procurable of the Captains and Lieutenants. 

W. L. TouKTELLOT, Captain Commanding." 

Promptly at that time the companies assembled and 
waited patiently in line until they were ordered on to the 
boats, the Bay Queen and Day Star. The sail down the bay- 
was pleasantly passed, and upon arriving in Newport found 
the old city in a perfect blaze of glory. It was the largest 
parade and demonstration ever known there. Seven hun- 
dred men came from Providence alone, and the procession 
itself numbered twenty-five hundred torches. After a long 
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march the column was drawn up in line in front of the old 
State House, where the Hon, Nelson W. Aldrich read a tel- 
egram of glorious news for tho republican party from 
Indiana. The old State House looked splendid ； every win- 
dow was lighted by a candle placed in front of each pane, 
and the effect was grand. There were sundry disturbances 
along the route of march, but no one was seriously inter- 
fered with. The march was then resumed to the boat, and 
Newport was left about one o'clock the next morning. The 
return trip was unlike the sail down in many respects. 
Company A occupied the upper deck, that is, that was their 
headquarters ； they were at liberty to roam about the boat at 
their will. Many members of the other commands had im- 
bibed rather too freely in alcoholic beverages and conse- 
quently were ready for anything ； numerous disturbances 
took place on the boat, and many of them wondered no 
doubt the next morning how they were able to wear their 
hats the night before,, as they now appeared several sizes too 
small. ' • 

The company orders now appeared closely together and 
we were fairly into the fight. On October 15th we again 
had our attention called to this order : 

" Company A, Young Republican Regiment. 
The members of the above will report at Infantry Armory, Friday even- 
ing, October 15, 1880, at 7.15 p. m., for 6th ward parade. 

W. L. TouRTELLOT, Captain Commanding." 

The Journal of October 16th, describes the parade, men- 
tioned in the aforegoing order, as the ，' boss " demonstra- 
tion of the campaign. Company A held their usual position 
in the line, and mustered three officers and fifty-three men. 
The American Band furnished the music on this occasion, 
together with the Young Republican Eegiment Drum Corps. 
For the part taken in the demonstration, the executive com- 
mittee of the sixth ward, tendered throuorh their chairman. 
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Hon. William S. Hay ward, their hearty thanks to the or- 
ganizations taking part. 

October 18, I6^0j this order was issued : 

" Company A， Young Republican Regiment. 

The meinbcrs o! the above will report at Infantry Armory, Monday even- 
ing, October 8, at 7.15 p. m.， to participate in the Siuitli.a Hill demunst ra- 
tion. 

W. L. TouRTELLOT, Captain Commandiog.'* 

This was the only company order that designated it as the 
Smith's Hill deiiionstration ； it was known as the first and 
tenth ward parade. Why it was designated as a first and 
tenth ward pamde never will be known. The route of 
march taken was, as you will remember, through sections of 
the first, second, fourth and tenth wards. Two flags were 
raised during the long march. Company A numbered 
twenty-five men and two officers. The American Band again 
furnished the music on this parade. The column reached 
Market Square, where it was dismissed, at 11 o'clock. The 
procession was under the marshalship of Walter R. Stiness, 
and twelve hundred torches were in line. I have noticed m 
preparing this record that at the first meeting for organiza- 
tion of the regiment that it was named and styled the YouDg 
Republican Battalion, but in General Orders No. 4， from 
headquarters, the command is mentioned as the Young Re- 
publican Regiment. It is a small matter ani amounts to 
little. In the Journal of October 20， our attention was 
again called to this order : 

" Company A, Young Republican Regiment. 

The members of the above will report at the Infantry Armory on 
Wednesday evening, October 20， at ?• o'clock, sharp, to take part in the 
Pawtncket parade. Tickets 10 cents, procurable of the Captains and Lien- 
tenauts. 

W. L. TouRTKLLOT, Captain Commanding." 

This parade was an exceptionally fine one. Thirty-eight 
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hundred torches were in line. The regiment reached Paw-' 
tucket at 9.20, and the column moved at 9.40. The Young 
Republican Regiment was in the 4th division, Company A 
numbered three officers and forty-five men. The line was 
thirty minutes in passing a given point. The splendid 
marching and wheeling of the Young Republican Regiment 
elicited outbursts of applause along the entire 】ine of march, 
and was specially mentioned in the report of the demonstra- 
tion. It required thiity-three cars to bring the Providence 
and Warren delegation to this parade. 

Again, on October 22d, there appeared this order : 

" Company A, Young Republican Refflment. 
The members of the above will assemble at the wharf of the Fall River 
Iron Works Company, FrMily evening, Oct. 22, at 6.30, sharp, for Bristol 
excursion. Tickets to uniformed men 15 ceuts, procurable of the Captains 
and Lieutenants. Every man bring bis cup. 

W. L. TouRTELLOT, Captain Commanding." 

On account of the weather this excursion was postponed, 
as will appear by this order issued from headquarters : 

" Young Republican Regiraent. 
The demonstration !n Bristol having been postponed until Saturday 
evening, all orders for this command for Friday, 22d, will huld good for 
Saturday, 23d inst. 

Chas. a. Winsor, Adjutant." 

Old Boreas, "with his icy breath, most effectually put a 
damper on this postponed celebration at Bristol. Owing to 
the failure to procure cars enough, the commands were over 
an hour behind time, and did not reach Bristol until nearly 
ten o'clock, when the march was promptly taken up. The 
regiment was in the second division.* Company A num- 
bered three officers and only twenty-three men. The route 
of march, after the formation of the line on Hope street, 
lay to the north of the road leading to Poppasquash and 
countermarched at the residence of Mrs. Pcrrv, the first 
house built in Bristol. On the return, the way lay through

Hope, High, Constitution, Wood, Church, High, Constitu- 
tion, Water and State streets to the Common. Owing to 
the fierce wind and wintry weather the townsmen were pre- 
vented from making extensive illumination. I am unable to 
properly eulogize those brave twenty-three, who, despite 
the wintry blasts, fearlessly maintained their positions in 
line through that tortuous march, and, like the six hundred 
at Balaklava, their bravery will ever be remembered, and 
will doubtless be handed down to posterity in verse. 

Hardly was one parade over before we were ordered, as 
in the following case, to prepare ourselves for another dose, 
and 80 on October 25th, we bad our attention called to this 
' order : 

** Attention Coropany A. 
All members of this company are ordered to report at headquarters on 
Monday evening, October 25, at 7.15 o'clock, to participate in the 2d ward 
parade. 

W. L. TouRTELLOT, Captain Commanding." 

This was a complimentary parade tendered by the regi- 
ment to the citizens of the second ward. The regiment had 
the right of line, and company A, as did the other company, 
surrendered its position and the order of the company was 
reversed. Company A mustered three officers and forty-four 
men. The illumination at this parade excelled anything 
that had heretofore taken place, as the route of march led 
through that portion of the ward occupied by the wealthy 
residents of Providence. 

Hardly had we procured our shoes from the shoemaker 
who bad smilingly replaced their taps, and was inwardly 
wishing that the thing would be， kept up all winter, when 
we were informed by the following order to be ready again. 

" Headquarters Company A， Young Bepublican Regiment. 
Tbe members of the company nre ordered to report at headquarters, 
jTuesday evening, Oct. 26, at 7.15, to participate in the fifth aud ninth 
wards parade. 

W. L. TouRTBLLOT, Captain Commanding." 
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Despite the threatening weather the last ward demonstra- 
tion in behalf of Garfield and Arthur was successfully car- 
ried out. It is estimated that at least eight miles were 
traversed daring this parade, and those who took part can 
vouch for the accuracy of the assertion. Company A num- 
bered three officers and twenty-four men. Four campaign 
flags were unfurled, one at the corner of Chestnut and 
Clifford streets, another at the corner of Seymour and Eddy 
streets, one at the corner of Adelaide avenue and Broad 
street, and another at the headquarters of tho ninth ward 
club. It will be seen by the niiinher of men who turned 
out during inclement weather, that nothing but a rain storm 
or cold winds would dampen the ardor of the members of 
the company. The work of the regiment was now drawing 
rapidly to a close, the time was near at hand for the election 
of our candidates, and one final attempt was now to be made 
to rouse the cnthiisiam of the people to its highest pitch, 
and for this purpose came the following order, October 28, 
1880: 

" Attention Company A, Young Repablican Regiment. 
All members of this company are ordered to report at headquarters, 
Friday evtniing, October 29， at 7. 】5 r. m.， to participate in the Grand Re- 
pablicau Demoustration. 

W. L. TouRTKLLOT, Captain Commanding." 

Early on the above mentioned evening there began to ar- 
rive from all sections of the State companies and regiments 
eager to act their part in this final struggle for Garfield and 
Arthur. It was the largest political demonstration ever 
known in the State. The procession was one hour und 
twenty minutes in passing the Kound Top Church on Broad 
street, and numbered five thousand, two hundred and ninety- 
three torches, besides the trade's procession, which consisted 
of nearly eight hundred more. The Young Republican 
Eegiinent was in the third division, and Company A num- 
bered three officers and fifty-six men. The entire line of 
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march was one continual blaze of illuminations. The last 
train of cars containing the visiting companies left the city 
at five minutes past two o'clock a. m.， and nothing was left 
to mark their visit except thousands of empty paper bags 
on Exchange Place. 

The campaign was at an end, and on November 2， 1880， 
the republican nominees for the presidency, Garfield and 
Arthur, were elected by an overwhelming majority. Close 
upon the victory came this order : 

" Headqaarters Yoiinj? Republican Kegiment. 
General Orders No. 4. 
This commflnd will report at headqiiartern on Friday evening, Novem- 
ber 5, at 7.:30， for the jubilee demonstration in Music Hall. No uniform 
except cap.'*, officers with canes. The rcf?ul.ir admission fee will be 
charged all members not reporting as above orilereil. 

By order, Colonel H. J. FIall. 

C. A. WixsoK, Captain and Adjutant." 

The weather being stormy, this entertainment was post- 
poned until the following Monday, November 8， 1880. 

The rogiment occupied the body of the hall, while the gal- 
leries were reserved for ladled and gentlemen. Speeches were 
made by Governor Littlefield, Senator Anthony and others, 
and the niusic was furnished by the American Band. The 
regiment had as guests on this occasion the Pawtucket 
Young Kepuhlican Regiment. 

On November 10, this notice appeared in the Providence 
Journal: 

" Attention Company A, Young Republican Regiment. 
All members of this company are hereby requested to meet, rain or 
«hine, at Coii.servatory Hall, 217 Westminster nm'tt Wednesday evening, 
at 7.30, sharp. Wear cap and badge ； bring your money, as this will be 
our last meetiug. A large attendance is dcjslred. 

By order of the Committee.** 

This was the commencement of our quarterly meetings 
and Slippers. It was held in the rooms of Charles D. Wil- 
bur, ill the Union Depot, and was largely attended. The 
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company, instead of disbanding, voted to retain its organiza- 
tion and meet quarterly at the call of the committee. 

The regiment and most if not all of the other companies 
had disbanded, the campaign was over, the object was ac- 
complished and its services were no longer required as a 
body, when, on the second day of July, 1881， the news was 
suddenly flashed across the wires with startling effect, that 
the President, James A. Garfield, whom the whole country 
honored and revered, had been shot by the hand of a cow- 
ardly assassin, and on the 18th day of September, 1881， 
after three long months of suffering he breathed his last. 
Little did we dream that such a fate awaited our standard 
bearer. His name, which only a few months before bad 
been shouted amid hoarse cheers, roaring of cannon and 
blaze of fire, was now spoken in whispers, the whole coun- 
try, in fact the world, was in gloom and sorrow, and on the 
23d of September, this notice appeared for our attention : 

NOTICE. 

" AH members of the Young Republican Regiment are requested to as- 
semble at the Infantry Armory Building on Sunday, September 25th, at 6 
o'clock p. M., for the purpose of attending a Memorial Service for oorlate 
I^resideot, at the Beneficent Congregational Church. 

Members will report to the captains of their respective companies, who 
will assume command. 

Mourning badges will be Airnished at tYfe armory. No iiDiforna."

The regiment, which marched so proudly to victory under 
the banner of James A. Garfield, revived its organization 
for the purpose of availing itself of the sad privilege of lay- 
ing its tribute upon the grave of its dead leader. The me* 
morial service was held in the Beneficent Congregational 
Church, and was largely attended. The regiment formed 
at the armory of the First Light Infentry and left for the

church soon after seven o,docfc, numbering seven hundred 
men, nnder command of Colonel Hall and accompanied by 
the American Band, playing slow marche8. The pathetic 
contrast between this solemn march and the Ust previous 
parade of the regiment, which was its march of triumph, 
was apparent to and touched everybody. 

Before closing the account of the regiment meetings there 
is one which doubtless you all remember, although I find no 
order for it, and that one was for the purpo^ of raising 
funds with which to pay the American Band for their excel- 
lent services rendered during the campaigD. The command 
assembled at the Infantry Armorv, and, after listening to a 
concert by the band, the financiHl condition of the regiment 
was stated. The various companies pledged certain amounts 
towards the indebtedness. Company A, through their rep- 
resentative. President Kendrick, pledged the sum of fifty 
dollars, and in accordance therewith that amount was paid 
to the paymaster of the regiment. 

During the campaign C ompany A took part in eleven pa- 
rades. 

The roster of the company at the commencement of the 
campaign, as I have mentioned before, consisted of seventy- 
one men ； since the disorganization of the r^ment there 
has been a marked decrease in the company's membership. 
This has been caused no doubt, not from any lack of inter- 
est in the company's welfare, but because the object for 
which the company was organized had been accomplished. 
The existence of the company at this time shows the charac- 
ter of the persons who constitute its members ； no company 
in the regiment has kept up its organization except Company 
A. Regularly every three months since the first meeting of 
. the company, meetings have been held and well attended, 
this meeting being the ninth. The first meeting was held 
Xovember 10th, 1880； the second February 10th, 1881 ； 
third, May 16th, 1881 ； fourth, an informal one at Field's 
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Point, in August of the same year ； the fifth, in November, 
1881 ； sixth, February 10th, 1882 ； seventh, May 18th, 1882, 
and the eighth, November 9th, 1882. An excursion was made 
when the regular summer meeting time occurred, but as it 
was not a regular meeting it was not generally attended. 

It has been my aim in preparing this paper to give as ac- 
curately as can be ascertained the doings of the company 
from its start. There are many pleasant instances which 
might be enumerated, that might make this record one of 
greater interest, but I have thought it unnecessary at this 
time to give anything but a synopsis of the doings of the 
company. I will leave such incidents for some other mem- 
ber of the company more capable than I am to hand them 
down to our children. It is my wish and I think that of each 
individual member of the company that its organization 
should be maintained. 

In conclusion, I would say that much credit is due to Pres- 
ident John E. Kendrick, for his earnest efforts in the Com- 
pany's welfare and he is deserving of our highest commen^ 
dation.
